We learn that the influcnza is very preva- 
lent in Boston, aml in other towns in New 
England.

A new trial is sail to have been’granted in 
the case of Desha, who was lately convicted, 
in Kentucky, of the murder of Mr. Baker, but 
we know not on what grounds. 

It is stated that orders have been received 
from Washington to finish immediately all the 
United States vessels building at this port, and 
to pat two more on the stocks.

A letter received at Baltimore from Havana, 
of the 28th January, states that a piratical 
schooner, with twelve men, was brought in on 
that day by some bargesunder the General of 
Marine. ‘The Captain was sent to prison, and 
the whole of the pirates are said to be well 
known at Havana. 

A bill has passed the Legislature of Maine 
for incorporating the Canal Bank, with a capi- 
tal of KU0,000, for twenty years, and to 
exempt them from the tax imposed on other 
institutions of the kind, on condition, that the 
Hank shall, within a gwen period, subscribe 
£75,000 in the stock of the Cumberland and 
Oxford Canal. 

A partial report of dividends declared by 
different banks in the State of New-York, has 
been made to the Legislature, from which it 
appears that the seven highest country banks 
divided an average profit of more than 9 5-8 
per cent on their stock for the last year—the 
seven highest city banks an average profit of 
little more than 6 1-2 per cent,

‘The judge told him 
it was too late fur that excuse to avail, and pro- 
ceeded to passa sentence of 14 years impri- 
sonment. 

It appears from the above, that in Massa- 
chusetts, an obstinate refusal to answer to an 
indetment, is construed as a plea of guilty, and 
the “eaged is sentenced without trial. We 
think the law of Pennsylvania more humane, 
in directing that @ refusal to plead shall be 
equivalent to a plea of not guilty, and that the 
prisoner refusing shall be put upon trial. 





The Secretary of the Treasury of the United 
States has made a report to the senate on the 
commerce and navigation of the United States. 
From his statements it appears that the im- 
ports during the year ending on the 3uth Sep- 
tember, 1824, have amounted to $80,549,007, 
of which amount, $75,265,054 were imported 
in American vessels, and $5,283,253 in Foreign

tons of American shipping entered, and 
919,278 eleared from the ports of the United 
States; and that 102,367 tons of Foreign ship- 
ping entered, and 102,552 cleared from the 
ports of the United States during the same 
period,
